affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said proposals shall be taken 
Into consideration on or after the expiry of three months from the date of publi¬ 
cation of this notification in the official Gazette. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person with res- 
psjct to the said proposals before the expiry of the period specified above will be 
considered by the Central Government.

ExplanatianI :—^For purposes of this notification^— 

( 1 ) Areas A, B- 1 , B -2 and C shall respectively comprise all the places speci¬ 
fied in the Annexure to this notification as such areas, and includes all places with¬ 
in a distance of eight Kilometre from the periphery of a Municipal Corporation 
or Municipality or Cantonment Board or Notified Area Committee of a particular 
place; and Area D shall comprise of all the! places not included in Areas A. B- 1 , 
B -2 and C; 

( 2 ) Where in any area the wages fixed under thi.s notification are lower than 
the wages fixed by the State Government for employees in the scheduled employ¬ 
ment of Agriculture in respect of which it is the appropriate Government, the 
higher rate would be payable as minimum wage under this notification; 
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(3) (a) Unskilled w&rk is one which involves simple operations requiring little 
or no skill or experience on the job; 

(b) Semi-skilled work is one which involves some degree ol skill or competence 
acquired through experience on the Job and which is capable of being performed 
under the supervision or guidance of a skilled employee, and includes unskilled 
supervisory work; 

(c) Skilled work is one which involves skill or competence acquired through 
experience on the job or through training as an apprentice or in a technical or 
vocational institute and the performance of which calls for initiative and judge¬ 
ment; 

(4) The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees employed by 
contractors also; 

(6) The minimum rates of wages shall consist of an all inclusive rates; and 
Include also the wages for weekly day of rest; 

(6) The minimum rates of wages for disabled and young persons below 18 
years of age shall be 70 per cent of the rates payable to adult workers of the 
appropriate category.
